A Correspondent Describes What He 
Hus Seen aud What is Doing in That 


Region, 
Eaoue Lake. May 28. 
On thy fair bosom, silver lake, 


The white san spreads bis sail.” 
Erratum, for swan, in the last line, 
put “pelican,” for there are no swans 
to speak Of on this lake, but plenty 
of ducks, geese, gulls, shag, pelicans, 
and others of that ilk. Yes, you should 
sce this beautiful sheet of water this 


the morning sun; as smooth, as bright, 
morning, as it glistens and glimmers in 
as fair and glossy as a maiden’s mirror 
unruffied save by its feathered or finny 
inhabitants; mirroring the mountain» 
and their wealth of trees, in its ooo 
depths—(How is that?) The lake i- 
tweuty milesin length, Ly an aver 
age width of five miles. Its shores 
are bold, rugged and rock-bound, with 
numberless picturesque bays and bold 
headlands. Its waters are clear and 
pute as crystal, and the home of num- 
rless trout, white fish and suckers. 

he only known iolet is Pine creek, 
which runs into it from the west. Ip 
the spring freshets the trout go up 
Pine creek in great numbers. and are 
left, by the falling of the water, to 
die. At times this now calm and 
peaceful lake pute on a different as- 
pect, and then she’s grand. Last Sat- 
urday we had a fair example. It 
thundered. lightened and rained as 
if everything was going to rack. The 
thunder roared continuously, and the 
lightning flashed until the lake looked 
like a burning lake, and the wind 
arouse and kicked up as nasty a sea as 
is ever necessary. On the east, south, 
and south-west sides of this lake there 
are heavy bodies of pine and fir tim- 
ber, very easy of access, which the 
lund and water scheme embraces, to- 
gether with the irrigation of sumber- 
less acres f fine land in Honey Lake 
valley, which will make homes for 
thousands of families, and taken in 
connection with the N. & O. R. R., it 
surely is the most practicable and 
profitable scheme, I,ve any knowledge 
of, on this coast, and will give employ- 
ment to great numbers of men. On 
the north there is a splendid grazing 
country, and in fact, all through the 
timber the grass grows finely. There 
are only three ranches on the shores 
of the lake. Several years ago there 
were several fine meadows, but they 
are now submerged, the lake having 
risen several feet in the last few years, 
the cause of which is yet unexplained. 
Capt. Merrill is going to put a boat ou 
the lake; something we shall be highly 
pleased with, as we have nothing now 
but three water-soaked logs, which we 
pole around with much labor and wet 
feet. The work of sinking shufts is 
progressing finely. They find cunsid- 
erable loose boulders and large rocks, 
which are hard to get out of the 
shafts, they being wedged in so closely 
together. The shafts are down 15, 20 
and 25 feet, andin the last we found 
washed gravel.

The New Salary Law. 
On Monday, io Eureka, Judge Rives 
rendered his decision on the Salary 
Law passed by the Legislature of our 
State two years ago, and which weot 
into effect on the first Monday of Jan- 
uary last. The decision, according to 
the Sentinel, was rendered upon an 
agreed case to test the constitutioualit) 
of the law, and was in the form of a 
mandamus to compel the Auditor of 
the county to draw his warrant for the 
salary of the Treasurer for the months 
wf January and February, 1881. The 
Judge decides the Jaw constitutional, 


although he severely criticises it as 
being a piece of crude and indefioit. 
legislation, and one which may puzzle 


Courts to construe. The objections 
made to the law as to its constitutioa- 
ality were that it was ‘‘special legisla- 
tion, and that it embraces wore than 
one subjuct undder its single caption; 
it was further urged thut it was so in- 
definite us to be void for ambiguity. 
All of these points the Court overruled, 
and now, until passed upon by a higher 
tribunal, the law is valid aud of full 
force and effect.
